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N  1883  the  Northern  Pacific 
railway  constructed  its  Yel- 
lowstone Park  branch  line 
from  Livingston,  on  the  main 
line,  to  Cinnabar,  and  in  1903 
it  was  completed  to  Gardiner 
at  the  northern  boundary 
and  edge  of  Yellowstone  Park.  Here,  also,  in 
April,  1903,  President  Roosevelt  laid  the  cor- 
ner-stone of  the  massive  and  dignified  lava 
arch  which  constitutes  the  official  entrance  to 
the  park. 

Since  1883,  therefore,  the  public  has,  by- 
way of  Cinnabar,  which  was  only  between  two 
and  three  miles  below  Gardiner,  and  later 
through  Gardiner,  been  able  to  easily  make 
the  tour  of  the  park,  the  Northern  Pacific  run- 
ning its  trains,  including  Standard  Pullmans, 
to  the  park  boundary. 

The  Park  tour  proper,  from  Gardiner,  is 
made  in  large,  strong,  Concord  stage  coaches 
constructed  for  this  particular  purpose  and 
combining  all  the  desirable  features  of  the 
old-time  and  historic  Concord  coach. 

Between  Gardiner  and  Mammoth  Hot 
Springs,  a  distance  of  five  miles  and  the  latter 
point  the  Government  administrative  center 
of  the  park,  the  coaches  are  drawn  by  six 
horses  and  have  a  capacity  of  twenty  to  thirty- 
four  passengers.  Beyond  Mammoth  Hot 
Springs  four-horse  coaches  are  used  and  they 
range  in  capacity  from  five  to  eleven  passen- 
gers. Covered  surreys,  carrying  three  to  five 
passengers,  are  also  available. 

From  the  time  of  leaving  Gardiner  until  the 
tourist  returns  to  that  point,  the  regular  tour 
comprises  five  and  one-half  days,  and  this  is 


as  short  a  time  as  one  can  possibly  make  the 
tour,  and  obtain  anything  like  a  satisfac- 
tory idea  of,  the  park.  Any  attempted  curtail- 
ment of  the  trip  means  an  absolute  and  a  real 
loss  somewhere.  This  tour — round  trip  from 
Livingston  six  days,  five  and  one-half  days  in 
the  park — is  the  result  of  twenty-five  years'  ex- 
perience in  transporting  tourists  through  the 
park  under  the  supervision  of  the  Government, 
and  enables  one  to  see  the  most  for  the  least 
expenditure  of  both  time  and  money  and  in 
the  utmost  comfort. 

The  daily  drives  are  of  moderate  length,  over 
hard,  government-built  and  sprinkled  roads, 
with  a  stop  of  an  hour  or  more  for  luncheon. 
The  nights  are  spent  at  large,  electric-lighted 
and  steam-heated  hotels  equal  to  those  found 
at  the  best  tourist  resorts;  among  these  are  the 
large  hotel  at  Mammoth  Hot  Springs,  Old 
Faithful  Inn  at  Upper  geyser  basin,  and  the 
Colonial  Hotel  on  the  bank  of  Yellowstone 
lake. 

For  those  who  have  the  leisure  these  tours 
may  be  extended,  as  to  time,  without  any  add- 
ed cost  for  transportation.  Stopovers  are  al- 
lowed at  the  various  hotels  upon  reasonable 
notice  being  given,  for  any  period  within  the 
prescribed  limits  of  the  Park  season — June  10 
to  September  15. 

Transcontinental  travelers  who  at  the  time 
may  be  unable  to  make  the  full  tour  of  the 
park,  but  who  may  have  a  day  or  two  or  three 
in  which  to  obtain  just  a  glimpse  of  Wonder- 
land and  enjoy  some  fine  trout  fishing,  may 
do  this  by  visiting  Mammoth  Hot  Springs. 

In  order  to  meet  the  needs  and  to  accommo- 


date  all  classes  of  tourists  various  Fares  are  in 
effect  during  the  park  season,  and  tickets  may- 
be purchased  at  most  railway  ticket  offices, 
based  upon  these  fares. 

During  the  Yellowstone  Park  season  stop- 
overs will  be  allowed  at  Livingston,  in  addi- 
tion to  those  usually  granted  on  stopover 
tickets,  on  all  classes  of  tickets,  both  east 
and  west-bound,  reading  to  points  on  or 
reached  via  Northern  Pacific  railway,  regard- 
less of  limit.  The  stopovers  may  be  obtained 
on  continuous  passage  tickets  by  deposit  of 
ticket  with  the  agent  at  Livingston,  who  will, 
on  passenger's  return  from  the  park,  arrange  for 
extension  of  limit  by  exchange  for  new  ticket 
bearing  same  conditions.  Passengers  hold- 
ing through  sleeping  car  tickets  will  also  be 
furnished  sleeping  car  stopover  checks  at 
Livingston  on  application  to  Pullman  conduc- 
tors. Sleeping  car  tickets  should,  however,  be 
purchased  to  and  from  Gardiner  when  passen- 
gers intend,  before  starting,  to  go  into  the 
park.
